Baptiz’d into his Schifm, and made a MMeni- 
ber of it, and not of the Church againft which 
he is in Rebellion and open Defiance to it. 
The Children of Korah, Dathan and Abiram 
were Swallowed up with them. If we will 
Hazard our felves, let us have fome Com- 
paffion for our Innocent Children, for our 
own Bowels !

(5) For I do here Proteft before God, in 
the. moft feridi Manner, That I believe 
their Cafe te be Really as I have put it. 
And the Arguments which I have offer’d 
to them have fully Convinc’d my felf, chat 
Epifcopacy was the Primitive and Apoftolical 
Infticution of the Governntent of the Church. 
And confequeatly, tha thofe Presbyrers of 
Orhers Who Break off from ity are Guilty 
of the very Sin of Korah, and of thofe 
Chriftians of whom St. Fude fpeaks, who 
Separate themfelves, and Perifh in the Gainfaying 
of Korab. 3 know mothing wherein his 
Gainfaying did Confilt, but in his Gainfay- 
ing to the Priefthood of Aaron, He differ’d 
not with Avon in any other point either 
of Dottrix or Worfhip. And fince St. Fude 
briags down this Cafe of Korah to the 
Coriftian Church, and Applys it to thofe 
who Separated themfelves, and broke off from 
their Lawful Governors in the Church, 1 fee 
not why it is not as Applicable at this 
Day. And that Ufurping upon the Chriffi- 
an Priefthood, and Separating our Jelves in 
Oppolition to it, is as Great a Sin vas it 
was in the Levitical Difpenfation, if not 
Greater, as much Greater as the Prie/thood 
which God Ordain’d by Chrift, is of more 
Dignity and Regard with Him, than what 
He appointed by his Servant Afofes. For 
Mofes was but a Type of Chrift, and the 
Priefibood and Sacrifices appointed by him 
were Types of the Nearer and more Expreffive 
CHKISTLAN Sacrifice and Priefihood. Shall 
then the U/furpers of the Levitical Priefthoed 
be Swallowed up Quick into the Pit, and is 
ther no Judgment of God due to the Ufur- 
pers upon the Chriftian Priefthood? Was it 
Death for any but the Priefts to Offer the 
Legal Sacrifices, and may the Evangelical
